Washing ton, Oct. 0—Along with 
its other stijierior accomplishments 
the United States can properly boast 
that in the Library of < ong rc 
has g iv en the people the best library 
in the world. While it is true 
that 
London and Paris hav e libraries with 
a larg er number of v olum es, in point 
of library serv ice to the people the 
Cong ressional Library in Washing ton 
excels. Serv ice is, of course, 
the 
measure of g reatness. The home of 
the Cong ressional Library is by far 
the 
most 
mag nificent 
and 
best 
equipped library building in 
the 
world. 
The British and French libraries 
are, of course, superior to that 
of 
the United States in the possession 
of books published before the Unit 
ed States was founded. 
Ultimately 
copies of most of these books will 
be in the possession of our own Con 
g ressional Library. Some of the rar­ 
est v olumes we may nev er possess, 
but the addition of most of the older 
books which we do not now hav e i? 
larg ely a matter of expenditure of 
the necessary money. 
There are three important respects 
in which the United States has led 
all other nations in g iv ing 
library 
serv ice to its people. One of theJe is 
the preparation, printing and dis­ 
tribution of catalog cards which are 
sold to libraries throug hout the coun­ 
try at actual cost of printing , the 
Cong ressional. Library bearing the 
cost of preparation of tlie material. 
This uniform system of card indexes 
is now supplied to more than three 
thousand libraries throug hout 
the 
United States. No other country lias 
such a system. 
Another exclusiv e feature of 
the 
Cong ressional Library is its publi­ 
cation of bibliog raphies, presenting 
lists of references on topics of cur­ 
rent interest, particularly 
subjects 
pending in Cong ress. This feature of 
our library work is of particular v al­ 
ue to students, . colleg e ’ libraries, 
State leg islatures, debating societies, 
etc. 
The third exclusiv e feature in li- 
g rary serv ice rendered by the Library 
of Cong ress is the lending of books 
for use outside of 
the 
City 
of 
Washing ton. Research workers liv ing 
anywhere in the United States may 
secure, throug h the ag ency of their 
local library, any hook which is not 
otherwise accessible to the applicant. 
This system of lending 
books 
from 
the Cong ressional Library rests on 
the theory of a special serv ice to 
scholarship which it is not within the 
power of the local library to render. 
This serv ice does not cov er ordinary 
books that can easily be procured 
by purchase or from local or State 
libraries, but supplies “the unusual 
need with the unusual book.”

More, Reports indicate 


FIND WORK AT GOOD PAY 


Health Conditions in Crowded Cities 


Are Such as to Cause Alarm 


Among Colored People 


Indianapolis', Ind:, Oct.,

groes, deserting the southern planta- 
tion in hope of finding better econo- 
mic and social conditions in 
the 


northern section, are coining 'to In- 
dianapolis in increasing numbers, ac- 
cording to leading social organiza- 
tions.

The negro population of Indiana- 


polis is now 40,000 and every week 
brings more, it is said. 


While it is considered questionable 


whether the negroes are finding so- 
cial 'conditions 
improved in ' the 


north, they are finding work, a't good 
pay in the industrial centers, it is 
said. 


"Although the negroes , generally 


find, better treatments from 
white 


people in 'the northern Cities, 'there 
are certain! disadvantages to consid- 
er," Charles O. Lee, superintendent 
of Flanner House, prominent settle- 
ment institute, said today. 


"Health 'conditions in, the crowded 


cities are su'fh as to cause 
aJarm 


among the negroes," Lee said. Mor- 
als are sometimes seriously affected 
by the complete chainge of environ- 
ment. These are the things we have 
to combat." 


"Colored people are "finding jobs 


as fast as they coma," Homer W. 
Borst, executive secretary of the In- 
dianapo'lis community chest, said. 
"While our assistance to the negroes 
is not increased in proportion to the 
increasing numbers of new megrocs, 
it- really 'is not necessary. 'for t'hsy 
seem weil able to care for 
them- 


selves."
